New Delhi, the 3 0th August 1976 

G.S.R. 77J(E)_In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (3) and (3) of section 

3 of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), and in supersession of the notification 
of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue and 
Insurance) No. 149/74-Central Excises, dated the 9th November, 1974, the Central Government 
hereby fixes for processed woollen fabrics, falling under Item No. 21 of the First Schedule to 
the said Act, produced by a factory other than a composite mill and specified in column (2) of 
the Table hereto annexed, the tariff values specified in the corresponding entry in column (3) of 
he said Table: 

Provided that when any woollen fabrics specified In the said column (2) have depreciated in the 
opinion of the Collector to the extent of more than twenty per cent of their value, the tariff value 
specified in the corresponding entry In the said column (3) Bhall not be applicable to such woollen 
fabrics.

(2) "processed” means all processes which are ordinarily carried on with the aid of 
power or steam but excluding the process of calendering with plain rollers; 

{3) “count” means the size of single yarn expressed as the number of 560 yard hanks 
per pound. 

(4) "woollen fabrics” means woollen fabrics of every description except tufted 
woollen fabrics.

(iii) “propcessed” means all processes which are ordinarily carried on with the 
aid of power or steam excluding the process of calendering with plain rollers. 

(iv) “oeunt” means the size of single yarn expressed as the number of 560 yard 

hanks per pound.

73—Central Excises dated the 21st July, 1973, the Central Government hereby exempts processed 
woollen fabrics falling under Item No. 21 of the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt 
Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), woven by a factory (other than a composite mill) and processed by an inde¬ 
pendent processor and specified in column (2) of the Table hereto annexed, from bo much of the. 
duty leviable thereon as is in excess of the duty specified in the corresponding entry in column 
(3) thereof.

Explanation .—For the purposes of this notification— 

(i) "Independent processor” means a manufacturer who Is engaged exclusively In process¬ 
ing of woollen fabrics with the aid of power and who has no proprietary interests in 
any factory engaged In the spinning of woollen yam or weaving of woollen fabrics. 

(ii) "composite mill” means a manufacturer who is engaged in the spinning of woollen 
yam—all sorts, or weaving or processing of woollen 'fabrics with the aid of power 
and has a proprietary interest In at least two of such manufacturing activities. 

(ill) "processed” m<p»na all processes which art ordinarily carried on with the aid of power 
or steam excluding the process of calendering with plain rollers. 

(Iv) "count” means the size of single yam expressed as the number of 360 yard hanks 
per pound.
